As concer ning the grounds of your fears, & jealouſies,] wil take time, 
td anſwer particularly, and douMt not but T ſhall doe it to the fatisfa- 
Aion of all the world : God in his good time will, I hope, diſcover 
the ſcercets.and bottoms of all Plots and Treaſens, and then 1 
ftand right in the eyes of all my People, In the meane time I muſt tell 
yourhat I rather expeRed a vindication for the imputation laid on me 
in Mr, Pym: Specch,than thatany more genecall rumours and diſcour- 
ſes ſhould got credit with you, 

For my tgarcs and doubts, Ididnot think they ſhould have beenc 
thought ſo groundleſlc, or triviall,whillt fo many ſeditious Pamphlets, 
and Serpwons arc looked upon, and fo great Tumults are remembred 
unpuniſhed, uninquired into. I ſtill confefſc tny feares, ani call God 
to witneſle, that they are greater tor the true Protcſtant profeſſion, My 
People and Lewes, than for My owne Rights and Safety. Though 1 
mult tell you1 conceive, that none of theſc are free from danger. 

What would you have? Havel violated your Lawes ? Have I de- 
nycd to paſſeany one Bill for the caſe and ſecurity of my Subj<&s ? 
I doc not aske what you have done for me ? 

Have any of my. Pcople beene tranſported with feares and appre- 
henſions ? I have offered as free and generall a pardon as your ſelycs

All this conſidered, there is a juJgement from heaven upon this Na- 
tion, if theſe diltra&ions continue.
